It had evidently been brought 
forth in the wilds of Assinobia, and 
came down, on the breast of the fierce 
northwest gale without waiting to be 
naturalized. The Triad was a howling 
gale, increasing in violence as the 
night wore on, until it almost assumed 
the proportions of a hurricane. 


The clear sky of yesterday forenoon 


and almost balmy air of noon were 
all changed after one o'clock. There 
had been little wind up to that time.

An to the practical utility of these 


beautiful domestic birds it seems that 
they ftre rejected on the majority of 
our farms, and it Is on only an occa- 
sional farm that they are found. If 
you Inquire why guineas are not raised 
on the farm, almost tbv universal reply 
is that their noise i» •so objectionable, 
and yet it Is urged toy guinea raisers 
that their noise Is a benefit In the way 
of keeping away '.aaivks. While I can- 
not say whether they arc of much use 
for thlK, they are not so noisy as many 
poople think. We have not lost many 
chickens from the depredations of 
hawks since wo have kept guineas. 
Hawks occasionally carry 
away a 


chlckun. however. One thing I have 
noticed is that the guineas arc the bus- 
iest bus; catchers on the farm, anil the} 
are of great advantage In this way 
They vrll! destroy insects that chickens 
will not cat. They are excellent egg 
producers In the summer, as a guinea 
hen will lay an egg each day during 
the Benson If kept from sitting. While 
the ex.i,'s arc not as large as hens' e>gi?s 
thcl3' nrc of excellent quality. There 
arc tv. > distinct breeds of guineas, the 
white and the pearl. They are both 
about the same size and about the 
same In ImbitH. The whj,te guineas arc 
much tamer than the pearls, and they 
are not so noisy. The white guineas 
are qn'te as go-*d bug catchers nnd as 
good producers of eggs as the pearls 
They are preferable to the pearl guin 
oas on account of their tamer nature 
and th'-y are not so likely to leave the 
nest when eggs are taken out.

Nov. 17.—Uncle Sam. operating 
through the department of Jus- 
tice, is erecting on the military 


reservation here what will be when 
ic-OQjpleted the largest prison in the 
world. This is not its only peculiarity. 
It is being built mainly by the pris- 
oners -who will be confined within its 
strong walls. 


Four hundred of the convicts confined 


In the old Fort Leavenworth federal 
penitentiary are at work on the new 
prison. They quarry and cut the stone 
and make and lay the brick which 
form its walls. 


Fortunately for the government the 


site selected for the prison—a tract 
of sixteen acres on the military reser- 
vation ceded by the war department to 
the department of justice in 1897— 
contains a large deposit of clay suit- 
able for brickmaking, and near by are 
quarries of good building stone. By 
utilizing these and employing the con- 
victs on the work Uncle Sam is saving 
thousands and thousands of dollars. 


livery -workday these 400 convicts, 


under guard of twenty men armed 
with shotguns and repeating rifles, 
inarch from the old to the new prison, 
two and a half miles apart, returning 
at night. The men march back and 
forth In a column of fours, surrounded 
jit a distance by the guards, whose 
vigilance is unceasing, to prevent a 
break for liberty. One mile to the right 
is the virgin forest, while in the other 
direction and not far away is the Mis- 
souri river. Only recently thrt^, con- 
victs broke from the marching column 
and made for the woods. No attention 
was paid to them by the guards, who 
kept their eyes and guns on those re- 
maining. Within two hours the run- 
aways were recaptured. 


On their arrival at the new prison 


grounds every morning the convicts 
before being put to work at thek usual 
tasks are inarched into the "bull pen," 
where they remain until everything Is 
In readiness for them. Twelve of the 
guards take their places on the wall, 
two lock themselves in a brick watch- 
tower about thirty feet high, and with 
them are taken the arms of the re- 
maining guards, who are on duty with- 
in the inelosure. The inside guards 
carry nothing but a heavy cane. They 
assist in the work, acting as overseers

hi addition to keeping a watch on the 
prisoners. The tower mentioned over- 
looks the entire site. It is surmounted 
by a covered balcony, with portholes 
cut In the sides, through which the 
guards can fire in safety. 


Last year's mutiny, in which twenty- 


six convicts made a break for liberty, 
killing one guard and wounding sever- 
al, resulted in the building of this tow- 
er, which to further make it impregna- 
ble is surrounded by a high barbed 
wire fence. 


Under 
authorization 
of 
congress 


wcrk was commenced on the new pris- 
o%in 1S97 and bns since progressed as 
rapidly as could be expected with con- 
vict labor. Most of ,the outer walls 
have been finished, and it is expected 
to have the great structure completed 
within the nc,xt two years, 


When completed, this new prison 


will be the abode of the COO prisoners 
now confined in the old Fort Leaven- 
worth penitentiary, which will be con- 
veyed by the department of justice 
back to the war department, from 
which It was taken In 1SOO, when Un- 
cie Sum came to tlie conclusion that it 
would be cheaper to furnish the "board 
and keep" himself for violators of fed- 
eral laws than to hire them kept In 
state penitentiaries and other penal In- 
stitutions, as he has been doing for 
many years and Is still doing to a con- 
siderable extent. There are generally 
about .".000 persons in confinement In 
(lie United States for offenses against 
tho federal laws, some of whom are 
nwnitlng trial. For their maintenance 
1t costs the. government approximately 
$7(10.0(10 a year. 


In recent years It hns been argued 


thnt It would not only be much cheap- 
er, but better for *.>eiely and for the 
prisoners themselves for the govern- 
ment to erect and control Its own pennl 
Institutions, and to this end a sy.Mcrn 
Of federal penitentiaries Is being pro- 
vided, the one on this mei \ntion. \v th 
n capacity for 1,500 Inmate1, to oo the 
larccit prison In the world.

int-ernauocal obligations, 
and Ger- 


many and Great Britain have been re- 
ported as bringing pressure to bear 
to obtain the settlement ol claims 
which their people have against that 
South American country. In speaking 
of the canal, tee president makes a 
timely remark, in view of the fears of 
JJj.njvjAmer5ca, that no 
independent 


naiicn in this hemisphere need Bav* 
the slighcsi fear of aggression from 
the United States. That some of them 
have such fears is very well known 
from expressions which- come from 
them from time to time, and the as- 
surance given by the president ought 
to be accepted as a proof that such 
fears for the present at least are quite 
groundless. 


But in this- very connection there is 


a remark which can hardly escape 
the notice of Venezuelans, 
and of 


other countries similarly situated: "It 
behooves each one to maintain order 
within its own borders and' to dis- 
cliarge its just obligations to foreign- 
ers. When this is done, they can rest 
assured that, be they strong or weak, 
they have nothing to dread from out- 
side interference." 
The reference to 


Venezuela in this passage cao hardly 
be misunderstood, and it appears to be 
a warning that that country cannot 
rely on the United States to prevent 
such measures as are necessary to 
ornpel her to discharge her just ob- 
igations to foreigners. President Cas- 
ro seems to have already apprehend- 
ed that he couldi not rely on the slip- 
port of this country in the course 
hat he has been pursuing, but the 
passage which we have cited' is notice 
o all interested of the limitations of 
he Monroe doctrine. It is not intend- 
ed to shelter wrongdoing by Latin- 
American republics, when 'satisfactory 
assurances are given that the acquis- 
tion of territory on this continent is 
not contemplated. 
But 
equally em- 


>hatic is the assurance that they are 
afe from outside interference so long 
.s they discharge their obligations.— 
Louisville Courier-Journal.

amuse him than tlie difference between 
the average English freshman, or first 
year man, aud the average American 
freshman. 


One reason for this is the difference 


between the educational systems in 
vojnie at the universities of the two 
countries. Wh^n a man bog-ins his ca- 
reer at an American college, he is at 
once identified with a certain ''class'7 
or "year"' and is also more likely than 
not to associate himself with one of 
the various fraternities at his alma 
mater. This in itself causes the fresh- 
man to lose much of the self conscious- 
ness with which he is invested when 
| he comes to the university for the first 
time and tends to make the freshmen 
a solid unit rather than heterogeneous 
individuals. I-. England, however, the 
reverse is the case. 


At Oxford there is an entire absence 


of class sentiment, due largely to the 
fact that there is no regular classroom 
instruction. The professors and lectur- 
ers connected with the university de- 
liver occasional lectures, which are 
sometimes for members of the univer- 
sity only, but often are opau to the 
general public. Attendance, however, 
is not compulsory, and recitations in 
classes are unknown. The student is 
assisted in his work by the fe'!o\v5, 
tutors or dona at the various colleges 
which go to make up Oxford, but his 
reaJins and studies are yursupd almost 
entirely by himself ami at such times 
and :a such a manner as best hiiit his 
convenience. Again, the boy who en- 
ters the Envfli^h. university is called a 
'•fresher,"' but he is not said to belong 
to am- "class." 
Oxford confers de- 


grees at 
freqv.ent 
intervals during 


term time, but the date at which a man 
obtains his degree has none of the sig- 
nificance it carries in the mind of an 
American university undergraduate. 


It -u ill thus be seen that the English 


freshman enters the university as an 
individual and remains an individual 
throughout his career, lie is seldom 
or never subjected to the forms of haz- 
ing practiced in many American insti- 
tutions, »•. custom which, while harmful' 
at times, rortainly does much in the 
direction o!' knocknig the rough edges 
off the budding undergraduate. How- 
ever bumptious a man may be when 
he enters Yale or Harvard, he is 
tolerably certain to lose much of his 
bumptiousness before the end of his 
first year, anil the loss is, of course, n 
benefit both to himself and to his fel- 
lows. 


At Oxford, however, a man is left 


pretty much to work out his own sal- 
vation, and, while this system can- 
not but be pleasing to the English 
freshman, then- is no doubt that he 
would be improved by closer contact 
with the older and more experienced 
men. 


In some rfsports the English system 


hns features Mjperior to the American 
method. 
One point upon which espe- 


eijil strops hhuuld he laid, as it has a 
great bearing upon (he development of 
the English fivshnian, is the strict dis- 
cipline that obtains in regard to the 
habits of life and conduct of the under- 
graduate. 


Again, (be students' diversions, out- 


side of an athletic nature, are subject 
to a rigid discipline. 
Billiard playing 


is prohibited before 1 o'clock in the aft- 
ernoon, ami, while a man is not debar- 
red from indulging In intoxicants, he 
Is liable to seven1 punishment if caught 
drinking in public houses,

A GLOOMY OUTLOOK. 


Littie Prospect of Relief 
From 
the 


Coal Famine. 


There is practically no anthracite 


coal in' Portsmouth market today, 
and, what is worse, no prospect of any 
adequate quantity being received be- 
fore spring. Whether the price is 
fancy or otherwise, there will be little 
hard' coal burned in local grates be- 
fore a'Doth-er fall. 


The sudden cold, beginning Satur- 


day morning, brought the fuel ques- 
tion to a crisis' and the crisis showed 
that the bins of the city are empty of 
hard coal. 


All New England, including Boston, 


is about as badly off as Portsmouth, 
[n Boston. Saturday coal was peddled 
in small lots at a cent a pound, or 
twenty a short ton, and many poor 
people in the North aad West Ends 
were obliged 
to 
go with, uncooked 


food Sun-clay on account of inability 
to find any fuel at 
even this rate. 


Many lay in bed all day to keep warm, 
[n New York coal advanced one dol- 
lar a ton Saturday, wholesale, and 
ono to tbrce dollars retail. It is gen- 
erally believed that the supply there 
is in the hands of speculators, who 
are bound to coin fortunes, out of the 
necessities1 of the people of all classes. 


Fifty thousand tons cf coal are daily 


received' at New York. Of this 10,000 
tons are shipped East, and 
the re- 


mainder consumed in that city. 


One dealer here said today he 


thought- he saw a ray of hope in the 
cold! snap stopping navigation over 
the western waterways, whither lie 
had learned most of the coal rccently 
mincd had been rushed to secure a 
supply in. certain sections before navi- 
gation closed. 


If the canals and lakes are now 


fiozen, there may be some coal to ship 
East. 


But tho general impression is that 


the supply of anthracite-coal in New 
England will not catch up with the 
consumption before the return of tho 
linnet and' tile robin. 


Portsmouth is very 
likely' 
to be- 


come a wood-burning city this' winter, 
and this leads tho mind to the market 
for that kind of fuel. Cordwoocl 
ap- 


pears to be very plenty. Wood of all 
kinds is stacked up on various lots, 
where it has beon cut in connection 
with lumbering, all over 
tho state. 


Large quantities near the cities and 
railroads have been brought in, but 
there are enormous quantities left in 
the hands of the cutter.-!. 


Thoiv is a great denmiwl for wood 


choppers among tho owner?, of wood 
lots, and ?1.2ii a cord is as low as tho.y 
can b,> hired. Thi.-? u an advance of 
thirty-five cents over last year.
